HYGIENE IN THE 
BEDROOM. 


THE RIGHT FURNITURE AND 


FLOOR COVERING. 
a Sn 


The stuffy, over-furnished bedroom is, 
happily, a thing of the past so far as the 
great majority of peenls are concerned. 
Nowadays we furnish our bedrooms hygieni- 
cally rather than elaborately if we have any 
care for our health and the requisite coim- | 
monsense. 

Plainness and simplicity are the dominant 
features of the modern bedroom furniture. 
In it there are the minimum of corners to 
collect dust, and everything can be easily 
cleaned. The furniture of our grandmothers’ 
days afforded lodgment to colonies of germs 
in the holes and hiding places of the heavy 
mouldings and carvings. Those who survived 
to a ripe old age must have been very fit. 

The only articlés of furniture we really 
need in the bedroom, apart from a chair or 
so, is a washstand, or chest of drawers, a 
dressing table, and perhaps a simple ward- 
robe. 

These should be plain, 
design, with their 


even severe in 
inside corners rounded 
rather than angular’ Curves are so much 
easier to clean than angles. One can whisk 
a duster in or around a curve in little or 
no time, but few women will trouble to clean 
a triangular hole efficiently. 


No Carpet. 


Bedroom curtains ought always to be of 
the short casement type, and they should be 
cleaned or washed frequently. 

It is best to have good linoleum or cork 
carpet upon the bedroom floor, and a few 
rugs, which can easily be taken up and 
shaken, whilst tha linoleum can be as ‘easily 
washed. 

The bedstead should be chosen with care. 
Many women’s health has been undermined 
by sleeping upon unsuitable and unsanitary 
bedding. A single bed is best, and the firmer 
the bed, within reason, the better one 
usually sleeps. A really good box-spring 
mattress as a base is ideal. On the top of 
this a hair-mattress, whenever possible, 
should be placed. A good quality hair- 
mattress is naturally expensive, but from a 
health point of view it is a sound invest- 
ment. 

A cheaper but quite effective substitute is 
a mattress filled with washed and sterilised 
wool, though it will not keep its resiliency 
like hair. One cannot be too particular about 
bedding; and its choice when furnishing 
should be careful 


The Open Window. 


The bed should be set away from the wall 
and preferably fdcing the window. Never 
sleep with the window closed. Plenty of 
fresh air, circulating freely, is essential for 
mon health. In summer time keep the 
xedroom door open as well.

The sun is the best disinfectant in the 
armoury of medical science. Its ultra-violet 
rays, which are so valuable to health, cannot 
pass through ordinary glass. That is one 
gcod reason for keeping your windows open. 


Lighting. 


The question of lighting is an important 
one. Too frequently lighting points are to 
be seen in unsuitable places. In the average- 
sized room two points only are necessary— 
one over the dressing table, wherever that 
happens to be, and the other over the bed, so 
that one can enjoy the bedtime book. 

The light should be behind the head and 
should be high enough not to throw shadows. 
An adjustable shade is desirable to throw the 
light in the direction of the print. In choos- 
ing your lamps select those which give the 
minimum of glare. Lamps which give a soft 


diffused light are the best to choose.

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A MOUNTAIN 


| (By Charles J. Gallen,) * 
a $s OOD Heavens! I hope nothing 
age slips !”” 

“The speaker was an American lady, 
and, on looking. out, of the carriage 
Window, one could not but share her 
aspirations, We had just left Caux 
station, on the funiculaire, or mountain 
railway, from Territet on Lake Geneva 
to the Rochers de Naye, 2,045 metres 
above the lake. Caux itself is some 1,100 
metres up, which is not a great height as 
heights go, but virtually every metre of 
that distance is sheer and toppling down 
to the lake shore. As one looks upwards 
from Montreux or Territet, the Caux 
Palace Hotel gives one a ‘‘stand from 
under ” feeling, as if at any moment it 
might come down on one’s head. Looking 
downwards from our eminence—well], one 
began to wonder if everything was 
tightly fastened ! : 

The American'lady turned with a slight 
shudder, and looked steadily upwards. 
She was, of course, missing one of the 
world’s finest views. Clear-cut, glassy 
calm, blue, the lake lay beneath us. 
Along its nearer shore shone the pleasure 
towns of Clarens, Montreux, Territet— 
spotlessly clean, toylike in the distance. 
Fron out these towns, upwards after us 
came climbing the neat Swiss countryside 
woods and fields, chalets and spires, 
Tavines and mountain torrents. Over all 
towered the mountains—Dent du Midi, 
snow-capped and aloof, Savoy Alps, darker 
and more forbidding. It was a wonderful 
view in truth—a view to take one’s breath 
away; but the American lady’s breath 
had been shortened by a less pleasant 
sensation, and no view, however grand, 
was going to tempt her to look down 


again. 
A PLEASURABLE THRILL, 


She had experienced one r the thrills 
of a mountain railway, and she just 
happened to be one of those who did not 
like it. With me, I confess it is a 
weakness. With eyes strictly averted from 
the unfolding leagues beneath, I wait in 
patience until the little engine has panted 
up to some dizzy eminerfte. n comes 
that sudden glance back, and down—down 
sheer, with a feeling that firm earth will 
‘no longer bear us up, and that we must 
drop like a plummet into the dizzy 
depths. It is a distinct thrill, believe me. 
and a pleasurable one for all but the ver) 
nervous minority. 

After some experience of mountain 
railways, no doubt this sort of thing may 
begin to pall slightly, and the blasé 
.passenger will smoke contentedly, with 
eyes enjoying the panorama beneath him. 
Another type of thrill awaits, however, 
and its superiority lies in this—that, 
however often he travels on the steeper 
funiculaires, he will never achieve com- 
plete freedom from the doubt which gives 
rise to this thrill, and which I might 
express as loss of confidence in the engine. 
To illustrate, hear of my friend Henry 
and ime. 

Henry was feeling amazed, grateful 
and humble, this being his first trip on a 
mountain line. I was correspondingly 
bored, nonchalant and patronising, as 
became my ‘‘ umpteenth ’* such experience, 
and one of the few sacred occasions on 


which I could really impress Henry. The 
“engine panted steadily upwards; Henry . 
_ was risking occasional nervous glances | 
down -at Lake Lucerne, and, in short, 
everything was going swimmingly. 

Then we struck a sharp turn, followed 
by an extra stiff rise. The engine’s 
rhythmic panting became jerky and 
Jaboured ; our speed decreased. Henry and 
I looked at one another. Henry said, 
““She won't ds it.” Anxiety dwelt in his 
eye. ““ Shell do it all right,” I replied 
loitily. Our speed fell to a crawl. The 
engine seemed to be gasping for breath. 


THE GREAT DOUBT. 


My confidence collapsed—the Great 
Doubt overcame me. True, I had heard 
this same engine gasp thus before at this 
very spot, but was this not months past ? 
The engine was older now! She could not 
last for ever, and tnis might easily be the 
moment ordained for the final collapse of 
her efforts. Would we run back, fall over 
into that ravine or simply stick fast? 
So ran my thoughts; so they will always 
run when a mountain train begins to fer 
the pull; and so fell my pride. Its fall 
was carefully noted and subsequently 
referred to by Henry. 3 

Of course, we reached the summit safely, 
but do not condemn us as nerve-ridden 
wrecks. You will experience the Great 
Doubt yourself—not once, but every time 
you hear that pounding of hard-pressed 
steam. 

“We reached the summit safely.’’ 
Simple words, behind which lies the final 
thrill! Down on the lake shore it was 
hot—bakingly hot.. Up here we step out, 
it may be, into a world of snow, and raise 
our coat-collars against a fresh, cold 
breeze. Like great frozen waves the Alps 
lie around us, tier piled upon tier, far as 
eye can reach. Glittering in the sun, 
cold and dead in the shade, they guard the 
plains in mighty silence. Afar off, 
perhaps, through the inevitable telescope, 
we sight a pure white, rounded, peak. It 
is Mont Blanc, miles away, looking on 
three nations. The air is thin and keen, 
the silence profound. . We feel the 
strangeness of this wild, primeval world 
which spreads before us, and it is with 
reluctant backward glances that we finally 
retrace our steps to the little train which 
will bear us back to the cheerful, prosaic 
lowlands. 

Once again amid familiar surroundings, 
we might profitably spare a thought for 
the immense amount of invenuity, labour 
and expense which has been put into the 
work of providing us with « r thrills. 
The building of a railway over compara- 
tively level country is no mean feat. How 
much more difficult must it be, what 
efforts of brain and sinew, of courage and 
perseverance inust it demand, to stick a 
railway, so to speak, on to the face of a 
mountain, involving the running of 
bridges at dangerous grades over deep 
ravines, the selection of ground suitably 
free from impossible gradients, avalanches, 
and the underr:ining influences of heavy 
rains and thaws, and the providing against 
the thousand and one emergencies to which 
the perilous nature of the ground gives 
rise, 


RACK AND COGS, 


The railway engineer will tell vou that 
a. mountain railway can be defined as one 
in which the gradients exceed three per 
cent-—that is to say, in which the ground 
at the gradients rises more than three 
feet in every hundred feet travelled. Up to 
six per cent., however, we have a very 
modest mountain line, but above that 
figure an engine Would be unable to “haul 
a train by means of the ordinary system o 
rails. ““xatk fail is, therefore, afl 
between the side-rails, cogs on the engine 
engaging with this rack and enabling the 
locomotive literally to claw its way up the 
mountain. During moments spent under 
‘the shadow of the Great Moubt, the 
thought of .those cogs suddenly 
‘* stripping ”’ has often occurred to me.

Fairview. 


It seems pertinent enough to ask how

The 
builder is said to have harboured a 
erudge against Lord Charlemont, whose 
estate ran behind, and to have built these 
houses in order to intercept the view from 
Marino.

All around this district, in the 
eichteenth century, a condition of extreme 
lawlessness prevailed. Somewhere between 
tuc North Strand and Ballybough road 
was a locality known as Mud Island, 
which was inhabited by smugglers, thieves, 
highway robbers and desperadoes of all 
descriptions. They were even ruled by an 
hereditary robber chief called the “ King 
of Mud Island,” and the officers of the 
law were afraid to set foot in the place. 
Ballybough, near by, had its own sinister 
associations; for, until about a hundred 
years ago, it was a burial ground for 
suicides, whose bodies were transfixed to 
prevent their spirits wandering abroad in 
the dead of night. It would have taken 
a good deal to induce the inhabitants of 
the district to pass this spot after dusk 
had fallen.

Stonehenge Preserved. 


The successful efforts that have just 
been made for the preservation of the 
land surrounding Stonchenge must be a 
matter for congratulation to all concerned 
in the saving of the wonderful prehistoric 
monument on Salisbury Plain. None of 
the great stone circles is more celebrated 
or has been the cause of so much con- 
troversy ; for archzologists of the present 
day are scarcely better agreed than their 
predecessors as to the purpose for which 
it was erected, or even as to the probable 
date when it came into existence. Not- 
withstanding the interest taken in Stone- 
henge, now extending over several cen- 
turies, it is strange that no measures 
were adopted for securing its preservation 
till comparatively recent times. By a 
singular coincidence, just as the nine- 
teenth century was ebbing to a close, as 
if to mark the ravages of time, a great 
storm on the 3lst December, 1900, blew 
down one of the stones in the outer circle, 
a similar mishap not having occurred 
since the 3rd of January, 1797, when one 
of the huge trilithons of the ‘‘ horseshoe ”’ 
fell. Public attention was aroused by 
this catastrophe, and immediate steps 
were taken for the prevention of further 
dilapidation, 


lts History. 


Stonehenge has been an object of 
curiosity and interest for more than 1,000 
years. An old chronicler of the twelfth 
century describes it as one of the four 
wonders of England; but the earliest 
mention of it is made by Nennius in the 
ninth century, who states that it was 
erected to commemorate the 400 British 
nobles who were treacherously slain near 
the spot by Hengist in 472. The old 
Welsh bards assign to it a similar origin, 
ascribing its erection to Aurelius Ambro. 
sius, the successor of Vortijern. This 
feat was accomplished by the incantations 
of the magician Merlin, who caused a 
great stone circle to be transported 
through the air from Ireland to hens: 
henge, where the stones, at his word, 
assumed their proper positions. Stone- 
henge consists of two concentric circles 
within which are two ‘‘ horseshoes,’’ the 
+ mg ends of which face the north-east, or 
the position of sunrise at the summer 
solstice. The number of stones in the 
inner horseshoe-form were originally nine- 
teen. The diameters of the enclosing 
circles are 500 and 100 feet respectively, 


but many of the stones have fallen or 


disappeared.

NOT WANTED 
ABROAD. 


APPLICATIONS THAT 
KILL CHANCES,

(By LEONARD PAIGNTON.) 


MAx¥ thousands of young Britons 
yearn to work abroad, but find to 
their bitter disappointment that there are 
no vacancies for them. Thereupon they 
sometimes jump to the conclusion that all 
that is said about i for Britons 
overseas is deceptive. simple explana- 
have not taken 
the trouble to study what employers need. 

The head of one big firm revealed the 
fact a few days that nearly six 
hundred applications been received for 
a situation which they had advertised. 
Of all that number there were not twenty 
who had the necessary qualifications. This 
sort of thing proves very discouraging to 
employers. They cannot be expected to 
waste precious time in reading utterly 
useless inquiries from young people who 
merely wish a change of occupation and 
have never troubled to study the probable 
needs of the firms that they approach. It 
should be clearly understood by those who 
dream of obtaining employment abroad 
that the only openings are for efficient 
salesmen, and competent clerks and other 
office workers. Mechanics and factory 
hands are not wanted. 


ESSENTIAL QUALIFICATIONS. 


Many young men who have served 
apprenticeships in workshops imagine that 
they can get work in factories on the 
Continent. Probably it is the zest for 
change which moves them to trouble firms 
with their applications, but they waste 
time and postage. Foreign manufacturers 
do not want Britons, nor is it a British 
idea that workers should go over to make 
things to send back. Even if, hére and 
there, a job is secured, it is found that 
wages are lower and working conditions 
more exacting. 

The two essential qualifications for 
positions abroad are good selling powers 
and the knowledge of a language. Yet 
this is just where the average applicant 
proves disappointing. A quite common 
experience for manufacturing and 
exporting firms is to receive inquiries 
from applicants in which they give no 
idea of their qualifications. A few days ago 
[ saw a letter which had been addressed 
to an eminent Manchester house which has 
an important Indian branch. In this the 
writer said: “I write to ask if you have 
a vacancy in Indiay as I have read a lot 
of Kipling and Flora Annie Steel and 
have longed to go there. I am sure I should 
like it, and should be willing to do any 
work in your office. I am. twenty-three 
and married, but my wife is ready to go 
with me, and I hope I shall hear from 
you with all particulars.”’ 


LANGUAGE STUDIES. 


Business men declare that they are 


sorely annoyed by the number of these 


foolish appeals. Hence the letter is worth 
quoting as a good specimen of how an 
application should not be made. No 
business chief selects members of his staff 
from among young men who simply long 
to go abroad. This young man gave no 
clue as to his fitness for any particular 
work. He was silent about his experience, 
and silent as to whether he knew any 
language other than his obviously 
imperfect English. 

Whatever additions British firms make 
to their staffs abroad, their object is to 
increase their sales. They seek to ‘‘ speed 
up ” the efficiency of their offices, and to 
have better “ ambassadors of commerce’’ 
to find new openings for their products. 
Therefore, those who apply for openings 
of this kind should take care to state any 
special qualifications that they may 

SSeBS. 

Essential points are to give a summary 
of experience and particulars of present 
employment, and also to state what 
foreign language you may have mastered, 
or have begun to study. No firm will send 
a young man abroad who is entirely 
innocent of the language of the country 
where they need representation. If he 
possesses tact and good selling talents, a 
firm will probably engage him for a 
time at home while he is studying.

There is an increase of £30,000 in the 
estimated expenditure of Cork County 
Council for the financial year ending 3lst 


March, 1930. The estimate was adver- 
tised by the members at their last meet- 
ing, the net sum required being £372,682 
12s. 8d. It was only natural that this 
additional burden on the ratepayers of 
slightly over ninepence in the £ should 
give rise to a certain amount of criticism, 
and the Chairman (Mr. W. J. Broderick) 
provided some measure of consolation 
when he pointed out that during the past 
two years there had been a uction of 
£184,000 in the expenditure on adminis- 
tration. He thought that that was a feat 
for which they could claim some credit, 
and he urged that it should be remem- 
bered that the entire increase did not 
fall on the whole county, as a sum of 
£11.000 fell on the North Cork area alone. 

Mr. D. L. O’Gorman, of the Farmers’ 
Party, the only member who dissented 
from the adoption of the estimates, said 
that he objected to a levy of £372,682. 
which really meant a rate of 5s. per acre. 
The total area of the county was 1,845,590 
acres, of which 1,392,422 could be culti- 
vated, and when they added to the county 
rate the amount imposed by the Central 
Government, they had a burden that the 
people could not afford to pay. '“ We 
had difficulty.’’ he added, ‘‘ in collecting 
our rates last year, for the reason that 
they were excessive ; and of that fact the 
Council should not lose sight.” Mr. 
Maurice Murphy, however, pointed out 
that as the great bulk of the Council’s 
obligations was statutory, they could do 
nothing but adopt the estimate. This 
course finally was followed. 


THE “CHAMPERS” OF COMMERCE. 


To Cork belongs the distinction of 
being the only city in the world that 
possesses two Chambers of Commerce ; but 
so watertight are the charters of the two 
bodies that hitherto all efforts to amalga- 
mate them have failed. The leading 
members of both organisations desire 
unity, but joint action on numerous occa- 
sions during the past few years on 
matters of public interest is the nearest 
approach to it that has been made. 

An outstanding instance of the success 
of this policy was the part played by both 
bodies in the re-establishment of the Cork 
Corporation ; and the Cork City Manage- 
ment Act, as passed by the Oireachtas, 
was modelled largely on the draft bill 
placed before the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health by the 
joint Chambers of Commerce. 

A further effort towards the incorpora- 
tion of an amalgamated Chamber of 
Commerce is about to be made. The 
last meeting of the Council of the 
Chamber of Commerce adopted Mr. J. A. 
MacCarthy’s suggestion that the Cork 
Incorporated Chamber of Commerce and 
Shipping should be invited to attend a 
conference between the two bodies, with a 
view to union. Mr. MacCarthy said that 
the time was opportune for this move- 
ment, as the wisdom of this policy of 
joint action on matters of common inte- 
rest was apparent, and the most recent 
joint effort of the Councils in securing the 
return of six members to the re-formed 
Corporation was in itself sufficient proof 
of the effectiveness of closer co-operatian 
in matters of civic and national import- 
ance. 

It may be mentioned that the Chamber 
expressed thanks to Sir Stanley Harring- 
ton and Mr. T. P. Dowdall for their work 
in connection with the Business Party in 
the recent municipal election campaign. 


CHILDREN’S PLAYGROUNDS. 


During the past twelve months consider- 
able progress has been made in the effort 
to provide suitable recreation grounds*for 
the children of the city and to remove 
them from the dangers of the public 
streets. Mr. J. C. Foley now has brought 
forward a suggestion in connection with 
the scheme, which doubtless will be 
adopted in view of its commendable 
character—namely,

The Northern Ireland Parliament when it 
meets on Tuesday will transact formal 
business, after which the customary proroga- 
tion ceremony will take place, and the King’s 
speech will be read by the Governor to 
members of the House of Commons and the 
senate in the Senate House. 

The dissolution of the present Parliament 
is likely to take place by proclamation within 
the next fortnight, and the dates for the 
romination, polling and assembling of the 
new Parliament—which are fixed by statute 
in relation to the dissolution date—will be 
announced by the Prime Minister on Tues. 
day. It is now clear that this genera 
election will be held about a week before 
that for the Imperial Parliament, the date 
of which has already n announced as the 
30th May. ‘Northern Ireland, therefore, will 
have two general elections in quick succes- 
EIOH. . 

Lord Cushendun, a member of the British 
Cabinet, gave expression some months ago 
in a speech in Belfast, to a desire that, the 
same Unionist candidate should not be elected 
a member of both the British and Northern 
Ireland Parliaments. The Unionist Party 
Whips in the Imperial Parliament apparently 
will require members to attend more’ con- 
stantly in future. 

THE SPEAKER’S CONSTITUENCY. 

The Speaker (the Right Hon. Hugh O'Neill) 
and Sir Robert Lynn have decided not to 
seek re-election for this Parliament, but are 
mentioned as the probable candidates for the 
two-member constituency of County Antrim 
in the Imperial House.

FREE STATE CENSUS OF 
PRODUCTION. 


THE ENGINEERING AND 
IMPLEMENT TRADES. 


The total value of goods made and work 
done in the engineering and implement 
trades in the Free State in 1926 was 
£248,203, according to an official return 
issued by the Department of Industry and 
Commerce. 

“ These trades,’’ says the report, “ have 
been treated separately from the metal 
trades, though it was inevitable that some 
items would appear on the returns relating 
to the engineering and implement trades, 
which might more appropriately have been 
entered on schedules relating to the meta! 
trades.”’ 

Of the total of fifty-nine establishments 
with. which the report deals forty-nine were 
at, work saatinabaady during the whole year, 
while the remainder closed for short periods. 

In the table setting out the net selling 
value of goods made and work done it is 
shown that agricultural and other imple- 
ments and fittings realised £49,212, agricul- 
tural machinery and fittings £58,992, elec- 
trical installation (including repairs and 
maintenance work) £28,798, and other 1e- 
pairs and maintenance work done tor 
customers, £83,940. 

The total amount paid in wages and 
salaries during 1926 was £124,908, and em- 
ployment was given to a total of 996 persons.

CABINTEELY ‘RESIDENCE 
DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


WATER SUPPLY FOUND 


TOO LATE. 
—T—— 
Brennanstown House, Cabinteely, Co. 
Dublin, the residence of» Senator James 


Douglas, was destroyed by a fire which broke 
out there late on Saturday night and raged 
until the early hours of yesterday morning. 
The Dublin Fire Brigade, under Lieutenant 
Connolly, were in attendance from shortly 
after nine o'clock on Saturday night, and 
put up a stern fight to save the fine old 
mansion. Their efforts, however, were un- 
availing because of a shortage of water. 

The fire originated in the top back room 
on the west side of the house. Mrs. Baker, 
the wife of the gardener to Senator Douglas, 
who resides in a cottage by the stables and 
the outhouses, discovered the fire as she was 
going out into the yard about 9 p.m. to 
get some coal. She noticed an unusual glow 
in the windows of the top back room, which 
she knew was untenanted. Mrs. Baker told 
her husband, who rushed into the house to 
inform Senator Douglas and to telephone for 
the fire brigade and the Civic ann g 


SEARCH FOR WATER. 

Senator Douglas was-aione in the house, 
except for the two maids, and was reading 
in the library. On being informed of the 
outbreak he proceeded to organise his re- 
sources in an attempt ts combat. the flames. 
By the time when Guards O’Hara and Hyland 
from the Cabiuteeely Station had arrived at 
the house the flames had got a good grip of 
the west side of the top floor. Sergeant 
Heeney, Cabinteely, Guards Smith and 
O’Neill, from Shankill, and several Guards 
from other stations were qvickly on the 
scene. They vainly endeavoured to confine 
the fire to the upper portion of the house. 
It was a well-furnished house, centrally 
heated, so that there was plenty of inflam- 
mable material to feed the flames. 

The Tara street section of the Dublin Fire 
Brigade, under Lieutenant Connolly, arrived 
within twenty minutes of getting the call. 
From the very. beginning, however, the 
brigade’s efforts were hampered by lack of 
water. The engine was brought up close to 
the burning house, and water was first 
pumped from a big underground water tank. 
This only contained a couple of thousand 
gallons of water. and it was exhausted in a 
few minutes. Then followed a search for 
water by the firemen, while the fire spread 
from the top storey to the second storey of 
the house, which has three storeys, with a 
basement. 

The news of the fire soon reached the 
village of Cabinteely, a few hundred yards 
awav, and in a short time there were scores 
of willing volunteers helping Senator Douglas 
to save the furniture and contents of the 
ground floor rooms, and some of the more 
valuable articles of furniture from the 
second storey while there was time to do so 
before the fire reached that floor. These 
operations were rendered ali the more 
dangerous by reason of the fact. that the 
roof began to fall in on the upper storey. 
It fell in, piece by piece, as the fire spread 
from the west side to the east side; and the 
flames leaped into the sky, wluminating a 
weird scene on the lawn in front of the 
house. There, furniture of all kinds and 
descriptions, pictures, books, and personal 
belongings were scattered about in confusion, 
guarded by a cordon from the hands of 
chance looters. 


A HOPELESS TASK 

Situated on the side of an eminence, the 
house is visible for many miles. People going 
and coming along the Bray-Dublin road in 
motor cars and motor cycles were attracted 
by the thrilling spectacle of a great house 
burning. It was not long before the road 
leading off the main’ road to the house was 
blocked by motor cars, the occupants of 
which, of all ages and descriptions, forced 
their way into the grounds to witness the 
fire from closer quarters. By eleven o’clock 
the house was a fiery furnace, with the 
two top floors well alight, and with no hope 
of saving the building. 

Ringed all around the house was a cordon 
of sight-seers numbering three to four 
hundred ; some of them even were in evening 
dress, and apparently returning from one or 
other of the dances in the city. Sergeant 
Heeney, of the Civic Guard, deciged to clear 
the grounds of these people, who were 
actually in everybody 's way. 

The firemen, on the failure of the water 
supply, directed their efforts to preventing 
the fire from spreading to the extensive out- 
houses attached to the mansion, and in this 
they were successful. It was several hours 
before the hydrant connecting with one of 
the new Vartry 24-inch supply mains was 
discovered, nearly a quarter of a mile from 
the house. The hydrant was connected up 
with the engine, while the firemen ran out 
the lengths of hoses required to reach the 
house. The house by that time was doomed, 
and there was no hope of saving it. The 
firemen set to work with a will, and worked 
until nearly dawn before the blaze was finally 
subdued. Two or three rooms on thet west 
side of the ground floor and all the basement 
rooms were saved. 

SALVAGE WORK. 

With the coming of the dawn, the firemen 
still worked, while the members of the Civic 
Guard present superintended the removal of 
the salvaged furniture into the out-houses 
and stables. At ten o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing the firemen from the Central Station, 
who had been on duty since nine o'clock 
the night before, were relieved by members 


of the Brigade from the Thomas 
Street Section. These men , worked 
on, cooling down the ruins, until 


shortly after four o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
The fire engine’s motor did not cease running 
during that time, and in all it used something 
like 70 gallons of petrol. 

Senator Douglas remained by his home to 
the end, and then he left for his brcther’s 
residence, Westminster Lodge, Cornelscourt, 
whe:e he will stay until he finds other suit- 
able quarters. When interviewed by an 
Jrish Limes representative yesterday even- 
ing, Senator Douglas said that he felt the lcss 
of his beautiful old house very much. It was 
insured, He did not know whether he would 
be able to rebuild the house again with the 
walls that are standing, but if it were pcs- 
sible he would do so, because of the a'together 
charming situation end the pretty gardens 
that surround the house. They had managed 
to save a considera'ie portion of the furniture 
from the lower floors. 

The damage represents several thousands of 
pounds.

CHANGE IN BETTING TAX 
EXPECTED. 

By tue Crry Epiror or ‘‘ Tue Times.”’ 
With the general election at hand it is 
‘generally ex~ected that Mr. Churchill’s 
fifth Budget, the secrets of which have 
been well kept, will not be less ingenious 
than his previous efforts. 

During his term of, office Mr. Churchill, 
in spite of the scarcity of the ordinary 
raw matetial ‘of Budget-making surplus 
money, has contrived to introduce some 
Budgets: of historical merit, especially Jast 
year, when, by his de-rating scheme, he 
effected a revolutionary change in fiscal 
policy, with the laudable object of taxing 
the fruits, rather than the seeds, of in- 
dustry. i 

But even that notable event would not 
have exhausted the reserves of so resource- 
iul a man as Mr. Churchill, and in present 
‘eircumstances, in. spite of the scarcity of 


to be a further revelation of the skill, 
ingenuity and confidence of its author; 
and, provided no sound principle of 
finance were violated, the country would 
weléome a. constructive, even if. spec- 
tacular,- programme. designed to alleviate 
the heavy burdens that rest upon its trades 
and industries, especially those which, 
being, exposed to unprecedentedly severe 
foreigm competition, are mainly responsible 
for thé abnormal amount of unemploy- 


ment. 
ECONOMY. 

Fconómy is the only method by 
which, in the end, these burdens can be 
appreciably reduced, and increpsed pro- 
duction of wealth the only means by which 
the burdens can -be. more evenly dis- 
tributed. 

It is important to remember that the 
de-rating measure, though excellent in its 
purpose, did not purport to reduce the 
total burdens upon industry. It involved 
a shifting of their incidence, so as to 
lighten the weight upon those who needed 
relief most, and to increase it upon those 
more fortunately placed... 

; Uniortunately, the level of expenditure 
remains very much where it stood when 
Mr. Churchill first went to the Treasury, 
and as there is no large reservoir of un- 
taxed wealth it would be foolish to look 
for any substantial reduction in taxation. 

There are no funds for effecting any 
changes. of real, importance, and it is 
absurd to imagine, as some appear to do, 
that. the Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
a surplus of twenty millions to play with. 


BETTING TAX. 

Some changes in the Budget are by the 
nature of things to. be expected, quite 
apart from the question of political 
temptation. For instance, the betting tax 
has been a failure in the administrative 
sense; evasion is common, and it appears 
to be generally expected that the 
Chancellor will announce its abandonment 
in favour of an alternative measure that 
can be administered more effectively. 

Merchants in the City seem to anticipate 
with some confidence that the Chancellor 
will reduce the taxes on the breakfast 
table, such as those on tea, although tea 
merchants are doubtful whether a remis- 
sion of the duty on Empire-grown tea 
would “in the long run benefit the 
consumer. 

It would be idle, however, to speculate 
at’ length on the possibilities of the 
Budget, the well-kept secrets of which will 
be. mnfolded to-day to an expectant 
House.

OFFER BY REBELS, 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MEXICO CITY, Sunday. 

Up to late this afternoon no develop- 
ments had been reported by the War 
| Department regarding an offer made at 
Nogales, in Sonora, last night’ by the rebel 
leader, General Rabatte, to surrender with 
between five and six thousand rebel troops, 
provided that they were granted some 
measure of leniency. 

President Gil has met the proposal, as 
he has met all others from the rebel ranks, 
telling the United States Consul at 
Nogales, through whom the offer to 
surrender was made, that it must be un- 
conditional. 

He added, however, that the Govern- 
ment would deal as leniently as possible 
| with the rebels under the military laws of 
the country. 

The last official bulletin issued at 
midnight said that. the surrender would 
mean- the end of the revolution, which 
began on March 3rd, inasmuch as it would 
restore to Federal authority the last 
stronghold of the rebels—Sonora. |

MONTE CARLO. ' 


ENGLISHMAN WINS AFTER 
GREAT STRUGGLE. 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MONTE CARLO, Sunday. 

Thousands of visitors poured into the town 
this afternoon to see the race íor the 
Grand Prix d’Automobile de Monte Carlo. 
The event was run over a closed course of 
two miles, two-thirds of which ran through 
the principal streets of the town and the 
remainder along the water front. 

The race was won by Williams, the only 
British driver among the fifteen entrants, 
who drove a Bugatti. 

Driving. skill, braking, and — acceleration 
were the deciding factors on the course, 
which was liberally sprinkled with ‘hairpin 
bends. Some of the latter were severe tests, 


five yards wide. For the two hundred miles 
of the race the course had to be covered one 
hundred times. 

The Prince of Monaco started the cars at. 
1.30 p.m. Williams took the lead and held 
it for several. turns. During’ the second lap 
Number eight, a Bugatti, driven by Lehoux, 
crashed into the sandbags which had been 
placed along the sea wall, and these pre- 
vented him from falling. into the dock 
beyond.. After attention by a. doctor he was 
able to resume the race, with a loss of nine 
circuits. 

NECK AND NECK STRUGGLE, 

Difficulty was experienced by the drivers 
owing to the fact that nearly half the circuit 
was over tram lines, thus making steering 
very difficult. After thé eighth circuit 
Williams began.to lose ground, being steadily 
overtaken by Caraciola, who .was driving the 
‘oily Mercedes in the race. 
teenth circuit Williams was still leading, but 
Caraciola was following close behind. 

At the twenty-seventh round Caraciola 
passed ‘Williams, but at the thirtv-third 
round the two rivals raced side by side up 
the hill past the Post Office, and Williams 
again. secured a lead of over a hundred 
yards. . Williams and Caraciola were now 
well ahead of.all the other competitors, 
many of whom had already given up. 

The close ri fe between these two com- 
petitors continued for several. rounds, the 
Englishman still leading by a small amount 
until the forty-fourth lap, when he stopped 
for a minor repair, his riyal then shooting 
ahead. In the forty-fifth round Caraciola had 
to stop to take in petrol, dnd Williams then 
againt took ‘ihe lead, eventually winning 
the race. 

‘He covered the total distance of two 
hundred miles in three hours, and fifty- 
six minutes.

FRESH CASES IN LONDON

Up to Friday night there had been 
thirty-five cases of smallpox and five 
deaths in connection with the outbreak in 
the Tuscania, The fifth death is that of a 
Rochdale woman, a passenger in the 
liner.

KENTISH VILLAGE 
MYSTERY. 


Four bodies, those of a man, his wile 
and ‘two children, all of whom had been 
shot dead, were found late on Saturday 
night -in their cottage at Marden, Kent. 
The dead are:—Samuel William Daw, 
aged 53; his wife, Rosina, aged 49: 
Nellie, his daughter, aged 18, and Samuel 
William, his son, aged .17. 

The first information of the tragedy 
came from Charles Hooker, a lad, who 
called at the house for the son to go out 
for a walk. He could get no answer to 
his repeated knocking. At about 8 o’clock 
he returned to the cottage, and again 
failed to attract attention. He then called 
through the window, and receiving no 
answer became alarmed and informed the 
police. 

When the police forced an entry into 
the house, Mrs. Daw and her two children 
were found lying dead in bed, with bullet 
wounds in the head. The father was dead 
on the floor, with a bullet wound in Lis 
head, and a revolver by his side. 

Mr. Daw, who kept a small shop in 
Albion road, had lived in “Marden for 
about two years. Before that he had been 
ior a short period ‘at Crowborough. 
Previously he had kept a small general 
shop, and had charge of a sub-post-office 
in a. Sussex village. After holding lis 
sub-postmastership for about eighteen 
vears he relinquished . it, owing to a 
nervous breakdown, and. for a while was 
engaged in farming. . 

The daughter was in the last stages oí 
consumption.

Sm,—Whilst welcoming the interest which 
Trinity College is taking in the housing 
problem, I must protest against the 
with which the Rev. R. 
F.,T.C.D., concludes his 
courageous fetter, which appeared in 
vour paper of the 12th April. Mr. 
Giwynn's solution of the problem of pro- 
viding houses for the very poor, at rents 
which they can pay, resolves itself into pro- 
posals that ‘‘we’’—presumably the tax- 
payers—should pay for these houses. If 
there is one subject on which the inhabitants 
of these islands are slowly, but definitely, 
uniting, it is that the privilege of merely 
living in our native land is becoming too 
costly altogether and that our taxes, national 
and local, must be reduced. The solution of

our housing problem is, therefore, not likely 


to be achieved ‘by proposals which must in- 
crease the taxpayers’ burdens. 

Of course, we have frequent and not dis- 
interested suggestions that, if the workmen 
would only work harder and for less wages, 
much might be done; but although our trade 
unions have not much statesmanship for their 
guidance, they have at least a firm grasp of 
the importance of a living wage and, like 
manufacturers of almost everything nowa- 
days, the present financial system forces them 
to recognise the importance of controlling 
their output. That panacea is also barred. 

More good-will? Delightful, but we are 
discussing a _ scientific, a mathematical 
problem, and Trinity College will agree that 
mathematics refuse to be influenced by even 
a great deal of good-will. Like the despair- 
ing young transport officer in the South 
African War, when confronted by a huge 
mountain, we ask, “Is there not some other 
way round?” Of course, there is. The 
technical problem of building houses—or 
producing anything .else, for that matter— 
presents no difficulties to modern engineers 
and. architects. The only difficulty is, where 
shall we get the money’? Let us take the 
famous Guernsey Market House as an 
example, and let the Free State Govern- 
ment, acting on behalf of the whole com- 
munity and after due investigation and 
public inquiry into building schemes, issue 
the necessary credit. There would be no 
interest charges beyond the cost of the book- 
keeping—i.e., three houses could be built for 
the present cost of one house—and the rents 
charged need only cover maintenance and 
depreciation of the buildings, such payments 
heing withdrawn every year from circulation 
and cancelled. 

‘‘ Orthodox’ finance will condemn such a 
proposal as inflation; but why should it be 
condemned if, with every disbursement of 
this money, a solid asset of bricks and 
mortar rises, and again, if, with the decay 
of that real asset, the credit or tokens for 
that asset disappear! What difference will 
the circulation of, say, £5,000,000 Irish 
counters make to our prices, compared to 
the effect of borrowing £5,000,000 counters, 
say, in New York’? ‘The inflation would be 
precisely and mathematically the same, but 
we would save over 6% on that sum in 
interest charges. When we remember that 
at this rate of interest, calculating only 
simple interest, Ireland would repay such a 
loan of £5,000,000 in sixteen years, in in- 
terest charges alone, but would still owe 
the original sum borrowed, we should explore 
every alternative proposal before we saddle 
ee and future generations with such 
an iniquitous burden. The issuing of; say, 
£5,000,000 for this purpose should 
sent much difficulty to the Government, as 
they have arranged to issue £6,000,000 of 
national credit to the banks, in the shape of 
their note issue. If the national credit can 
be mobilised and handed over to private 
trading concerns, at the nominal charge for 
its use of 149% per annum, surely we could 
use that national credit for the solution of 
one of our gravest social problems. 

I admit, as a credit reformer, that this 
suggestion is not the best possible solution 
of this problem of making our money system 
represent our undoubted ability to produce 
almost unlimited goods and services. It 
would, however, be a great improvement on 
the present situation, and would at least 
produce houses which could be let at a 
fraction of present rents and without creating 
further burdens for our unfortunate tax- 
payers.—Yours, etc.,

NORTHERN COMMISSIONER’S 
INSTRUCTIONS. 


Boy Scouts in the North have been warned 
that they must not take part in politics. 
This was conveyed in a letter from Mr. 
George W. Clarke, Commissioner for Ulster, 
read at the annual meeting of the Ulster 
Boy Scouts’ Association, at which a Cabinet 
Minister, the Rt. Hon. Sir Edward Arch- 
dale, Minister for Agriculture, presided. 

The letter referred to correspondence in 
the local Press, and continued :—" As 
Scouts, we are not to be drawn into any 
political discussion, nor will we as Scouts 
take any part in any question which occu- 
pies the political arena The only reply which 
is necessary from us is contained in the in- 
structions which were issued to the Belfast 
Scouts by me last year, and by which we 
stand and by which we are prepared to let 
the public and the Churches judge us.” 

The instructions referred to are then re- 
roduced. They were issued in view of a 
and of Hope demonstration in which Scouts 
were asked to take part, and stated : - 
“ There is no reason why Scouts, etc., should 
not demonstrate their adhesion to such tem- 
perance principles, but in accordance with 
our rules they must avoid participation in 
anything political. . . . They must not carry 
or support notices regarding hope for legis- 
lation, such as local option, etc., and all 
tableaux and representations of a political 
nature must be avoided.”

DISLIKE OF PROPOSED 
EXAMINATION,

The Free State Government has issued 
a circular announcing an examination for 
those temporary clerks whose rergoe were 
retained when the Free State ernment 
was established. 

This announcement has roused a strong 

feeling of resentment among the clerks. 
' When the Free State Government was 
established some 850 Civil Service clerks 
were retained in temporary employment. 
The Government, through its policy of 
retrenchment, has reduced that number to 
three hundted. The remainder either have 
been dismissed or have resigned. 

The clerks are of opinion that they are 
being victimised, and that they should 
not be compelled to sit for examination. 
since they have been in the Government 's 
service for so many years. Many of them 
are British ex-Service men, who have wives 
and families dependent on them. 

So far as I ean learn, writes our 
Political Correspondent, the examination 
will take a modified form, but even with 
that concession the temporary clerks 
consider that they are suffering a great 
grievance, since some of them have been in 
the service as long as forty years under 
both Governments. 

The number of vacancies in the service 
being limited, it is understood that the 
Minister for Finance will create vacancies 
for those candidates whom the examiners— 
the Civil Service Commissioners—regard as 
being qualified for retention. | 

No age-limit will be fixed for the 
examination, but no successful candidate 
over fifty years of age will be eligible for a 
pension. \ 

It is stated that candidates are expected 
to deposit an entrance fee of ten shillings 
before competing in the examination.

NEED OF MORE ASSOCIATE 
MEMBERS. 

Sir Joseph Glynn presided al the annual 
meeting of the Institute of the Apostleship 
of the Sea, which was held at No. 4 Sir

report stated that the ports where Roman 
Catholic sailors could be enrolled in the 
Apostleship of the Sea, Seafarers’ Branch, 
now numbered 106—an increase of 66 since 
Jast report.

McGucekin, Barrister-at-Law, who represen 
ted Hugh Duffy, a Dundalk cattle dealer, 
who was charged at Dundalk Circuit Court 
with the larceny of three head of cattle, the 
property of Mrs. Bradford. After a hear- 
ing lasting seven hours the jury disagreed, 
and Duffy was put back for re-trial. — 

The State alleged that Duffy had gone to 
the Jands of Mrs. Bradford at Lisdoo, taken 
three cattle from the herd and shipped them 
to England the same day. Inquiries were 
made and the hides of the animals were iden- 
tified in an abbatoir in Liverpool. It was 
contended by the State that Duffy was the 
man who was seeu driving the cattle between 
Lisdoo and Dundalk, and later along the 
Castle road, when. he was met by a member 
of the Civic Guards. 

Duffy’s defence was that at the time he 
was alleged to have stolen the cattle he was 
waiting at the Gas House in Bridge street 
for his girl. Daffy added that when 
the girl did not turn up he walked across 
the Newry Bridge to see if there was any 
sign of her, and when there was not he 
turned towards home. On the way down 
he met a man with three cattle. The man 
was a Northern drover, and said that he 
was going to Duffy’s house in Mill street 
to have the animals shipped for a Camlough 
dealer named Crawley. 
then took the animals and shipped them to 
England, as he had done hundreds of times 
in the course of his business. He shipped 
them in his own name, and at the railway 
station gave the correct marks of the animals. 

The jury disagreed, as stated.

De Mestre, her owner-trainer, 
bought her back for 400 guineas, which was 
exactly the figure that it cost him to retain 
her when.she had won at Lincoln. 

ere was a mishap at the new gate in the 
Wiltshire Selling Plate, and John’s Son, who 
was so much fancied, entangled himself in the 
tapes so much that they had to be cut to 
release him. The race had to be started 
finally by the flag. 

It was won by the favourite Yearly, who, 
after Aquillon had compounded about the dis- 
tance, went on to win by three lengths from 
Vipond. Yearly is the first winner this season 
which Earl has produced for Mr. S. B. Joel. 
It cost them 800 guineas to buy him back. 

When Basil Jarvis offered Tradescant for sale 
at Newmarket last October Mrs. Drummond 
the owner of Gang Warily, gave 620 guineas 
for him to lead Ox and Ass in his work.

LIKELY DERBY WINNER. | 

Gay Day, whom he beat, has. been much 
talked of as a likely winner of the Derby. 
He has done well since last year, but, there 
was nothing about his appearance or his 
performance here to suggest that he is good 
enough to win a Derby. 

We shall see troops of classic horses at 
the Craven meeting at Newmarket, which 
begins on Tuesday. The most important of 
them, perhaps, is Mr. Jinks, who will run 
for the Severals Stakes, a five furlong event, 
to be decided on Wednesday. I have heard 
nothing but the most flattering stories of the 
excellent progress made during the winter 
by Major McCalmont’s colt, and I believe 
that he will be very much expected to win 
the Two Thousand Guineas. _— 

On the same afternoon, Wednesday, the 
Manton colt, Brienz, is to run for the 
Column Produce Stakes. This son of Blink 
is said to have done very well, but he may 
not have it all his own way here, for he is 
likely to meet a greatly improved colt in 
Midlothian, a half-brother by Son-in-Law to 
the Two Thousand winner, Ellangowan. In 
this colt Jack Jarvis thinks he has a possible 
classic winner. : 

The Free Handicap, which has. again 
become a race for three-year-olds, will be 
run for on Thursday, and ‘this should be 
informative. I expect that Sir Cosmo, the 
colt. by The Boss out of Ayn Hali, bred by 
Mrs. Hilliard, will be in the field with his 
top weight, 9st. 

THIRD-BEST FILLY LAST SEASON. 

Then there is Torbuie, who was reckoned 
the third-best filly last season, and Kopi. 
The latter is the “gin Kop colt who was 
bought for Mr. 8. B. Joel by Walter Earl 
out of Mr. Macauley’s Curragh stable last 
year. before he ever ran. He showed excellent 
orm in England last back-end, and there 
are very encouraging reports about him. He 
is by no means unfancied for the, Derby, 
which is his only classic engagement. 

We ean be interested, too, in the probable 
first appearance of the season in the Craven 
Stakes of Lady Cunliffe-Owen’s Bullhead, a 
Phalaris colt bred by Mr. Peter Fitzgerald at 
Mondellihy, who only ran once last year when 
he won. He was brought. to Nottingham a 
few weeks ago to get him used to a race- 
course, and he then looked as if he had done 
wonderfully well. . 

Cragadour is another who is engaged in the 
Craven Stakes. He only ran once last season 
when he was second to Mr. Jinks at Ascot. 
I have heard, however, that he has grown 
very little. After the failure of Costaki 
Pasha at Newmarket on Friday the doubts 
which were had about the value of the form 
in the Middle Park Stakes last year seemed 
to be confirmed. 

The situation, therefore, as regards the 
merits of the three-year-olds is still obscure, 
and I am hoping that it will be cleared a 
little by the running next week, though as 
horses are so backward this year the Craven 
Meeting may not be so very informative. The 
indications are at present that Mr. Jinks will 
be favourite for the Two Thousand ‘Guineas, 
and will probably win it. 

In the course of the past week we have had 
an Official intimation trom the Betting Con- 
trol Board that they have decided to adopt 
certain types of totalisators, so it is possible 
that in the autumn—the early autumn per- 
haps—we shall see the machine in working 
order on some English racecourses.

By Ovr Own CORRESPONDENT, 


To-mérrow will be the first’ day of the 
famous steeplechase meeting of the Kildare 
and National Hunt. Tradition has ordained 
it that on the Sunday preceding: the meeting 
everybody that could & so should‘ wank ie w 
c 'W examining the .jumps, partic 
cet double,” ond Nother notable 

, and hence esterday was what 1s 
known m County Kildare as ‘‘ Walking 
Sunday.” 

WALKING THE COURSE. 

It is always duité a féte day locally, and 
the big gathering which was to be seen there 
yesterday proved. that the time-honoured 
custom has lost little or none of its old 
popularity. The splendid weather lent itself 
to the occasion, and, if the present dry spell 
lasts, visitors on to-morrow and Wednesday 
next will see Punchestown at its best. 

A pity it is, however, that the weather of 
late has been so dry, as a result of easterly 
winds; for it reacts upon the going, which is 
rather harder than one would wish for. But, 
in a sense, and from the visitor’s point ol 
view, it is better than the opposite state of 
things, and there are few who cannot recollect 
Punchestown days when the going was nearly 
as deep as a bog, while the approaches 
literally meant mud-larking. 

This year there is no danger of that sort of 
thing happening. The country may not be 
blooming yet, but Spring has come, and- one 
feels it everywhere in the Kildare country. 
Visitors by roa@ will find the highways in 
splendid condition up to Naas, if dust may 
be expected beyond that point. Those who 
make the journey by. train—the Great 
Southern Railways offer a most efficient 
service—will have plenty of cars at Naas at 
their disposal, or they can walk to the course 
with some comfort—one of the conveniences 
of fine weather. 

THE NEW NUMBER BOARD. 

The most notable feature this year is the 
erection in the paddock of a new number 
board at the left-hand corner and adjacent to 
Messrs. Goff’s sale ring. It is supplementary 
to the old number board, which still remains 
where it is, in front of the Grand Stand. 
But this latter, it will be remembered, is 
placed at a right angle to the lines of the 
stands, and, therefore, at a difficult one for 
occupants of the Grand Stand to see properly. 
This awkwardness the new number board 
removes entirely; it can be seen fully from 
every stand from that of the Kildare Hunt 
on, and will be found an immense con: 
venience. 

It might be thought that owing to its 
location it might obscure the view of the up 
bank past the stand and of the jump which 
follows it. But this is not so, and a careful 
scrutiny yesterday of the new number board 
in relation to these jumps and all others 
from the Grand Stand showed that there was 
no such danger, nor even a semblance of it. 
It does not hide a portion of the course. 

County Kildare, which knows the prospects 
of Punchestown inside-out, as the saying has 
it, prophesies a wonderful meeting on to- 
morrow and the next day. The visitors down 
there just now will hear tips galore for this 
horse and that, but it is not in our province 
to go into that detail. What is wanted to 
be said here is that there will be plenty of 
runners and tons of good sport, and that, 
after all, is the main thing.
